On the evening of March 12, 1971, he had returned 
from New York City and intended to board at the Suburban Sta- 
tion, Philadelphia, John F. Kennedy Boulevard and 16th Streets, 
the 11 o'clock train to Media, Pa., but missed that train and 
took the next Penn Central train at 11:55 p.m. which arrived 
in Media, Pa., at 12:30 a.m., March 13, 1971. The 11 o'clock 
and the 11:55 trains operate between Philadelphia and Media, 
the last stop of each train being the station at Media, Pa. 

He was seated in one of the coach cars waiting for the train 
to pull out from the station when five white male individuals 
seated themselves in the two seats ahead of him, one of which 
seats was against the bulkhead or front wall of the car. 

Two of these individuals were seated facing him; the other 
three turned the back of the seat toward him and seated them- 
selves with the backs of their heads to him. He was of the 
initial impression when he first saw them that they were 
Swarthmore College students because many of the students take 
the Penn Central train and the manner of their dress.

He also noticed that none of them got off at the 
Swarthmore Station, Swarthmore, Pa., where he had originally 
thought all five would depart from the train. All five re- 
mained on the train to Media, Pa.

He advised tnat the association does not include 
all locksmiths in the Philadelphia area and currently 
includes 70 members. He provided the list of members for

He said the Segal lock would llve five tumblers 
in the outside cylinder and that a Segal can be picked by 
any locksmith who knows his business. He would not consider 
the Segal lock “pick resistant". He advised that if only. 
three tumblers were scratched, it would appear that the 
person attempting to pick the lock did not know his business, 
as he would not have put the pick far enough into the lock.V 


There are two methods of picking a lock which 
are "raking" or lifting each individual twabler. “Raking” 
would leave scratches on the tumblers while lifting each 
tumbler would leave little or no scratches.
